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REMARKS 

The rejection of Claims 1 , 2, 4-14 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) is 
maintained as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 6,201 ,443 to Tanji (hereinafter 
Tanji) in view of U.S. Patent 5,889,432 to Ho (hereinafter Ho). 

The rejection of Claim 3 under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) is maintained as being 
unpatentable over Tanji in view of Ho as applied to claims 1 ,2 and 4-12 and further in 
view of Applicant's admitted prior art as represented in Fig. 1 (AAPA). 

The objection to Claim 15 is maintained as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant does not acquiesce to the rejections presented by the final Office 
Action dated September 21 , 2004 as maintained by the Advisory Action dated 
December 7, 2004. The rejections to Claims 1 -12 and 14 are nevertheless 
considered moot in view of the cancellation of Claims 1-12 and 14. 

Furthermore, Applicant has rewritten Claim 15 in independent form (i.e., 
through amendment of Claim 13) to include the limitations of base Claim 13 and 
intervening Claim 14 as suggested by the final Office Action to obtain allowance. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests allowance of Claim 1 3. Furthermore, 
since Claim 16 is dependent upon an allowable base claim, Applicant respectfully 
requests allowance of Claim 16. 

New Claims 17 and 18 represent a method performed by the apparatus as set 
forth in Applicant's amended Claim 13 that is now deemed allowable. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests allowance of Claims 1 7 and 1 8. 

New Claims 19-21 set forth patentably distinguishing limitations including, for 
example, a first transistor that is adapted to provide a first output signal in response to 
a first input signaUhat is proportional to a first current signal, the first current signal 
being derived from a master current signal. Furthermore, a second transistor is 
adapted to conduct a second current signal, the second current signal also being 
derived from the master current signal, such that the sum of the first and second 
current signals is substantially equal to a magnitude of the master current signal. 
When the frequency of the first input signal increases, the magnitude of the first 
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current signal increases and the magnitude of the second current signal decreases. 
These limitations are thought not to be shown or suggested by the cited prior art. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests allowance of Claims 19-21.
